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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1-4, drawn to compound comprising polyion polymer, chemotherapeutic 
drug, glucose solution, classified in class 424, subclass 78.12. 

II. Claims 5-8, drawn to method for cancer cell chemotherapy, classified in class 
424, subclass 146.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 

§ 806.05(h). In the instant case the method of cancer cell chemotherapy can be practice by 
materially different product. For example, in US 6,165,737 issued to Wang and Li (The 
University of Texas System Board of Regents), adriamycin, 5-fluorouracil (5-FU), etoposide 
(VP- 16), camptothecin, actinomycin-D, mitomycin C, cisplatin and hydrogen peroxide are 
identified as chemotherapeutic agents (column 55, lines 57-61). Also, Pevarello et al. (US 
6,114,365) identifies taxane, taxane derivatives, CPT-11, camptothecin derivatives, anthracycline 
glycosides, e.g., doxorubicin or epirubicin, etoposide, navelbine, vinblastine, carboplatin, 
cisplatin and as chemotherapeutic agents (column 17, lines 39-45). 

These inventions are capable of supporting different patents within the art. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
